Theso-called "Comstock Postal Laws," 
foron allegod infraction of whioh El- 
mina D. Slenker, asd the edifops, und 
bubtinëis or Tori breedterti ES 
tried, wereonco asserted by Mr, Abbot 
to be the actot “the peoples’ conscience." 
To which the Truth Seeker ot. Octobor 
12,"78, mado this reply: 
During the forty-second session of 


Congress four hundred and fifty-nine 
acts were passed in all, and many ofn 
moest eulpnble character; but far more 
than halt of these, to-wit, two huudred 
and fifty aücte-were rushed through in 
tho few expiring hours of the session, 
amid confusion, uproar, and «drunken- 
ness of tie members that would bave 
disgraced a madhouse, In the disorder 
and confusion that prevailed it was ut- 
terly impossible for ono member in ten 
to know nnythinz of the natureot the 
billa he voted for, The titles of the 
bills were barely read *nud not undor- 
stood at all by a very large proportion 
ofthe members. There was no timo for 
a moment's examination or diseussion 
they had to bo put through on tho 
"double-quiek," or they would. nttorly 
fuil, As it was, tho session was 
prolonged into Sunday to the extent 
tbat their acts were really ilegal Jt 
was similar with tho placing of tho 
President's signature to tho bille: Le 
dil not even wait to hnvo thoir titles 
read to him, but signed ono after another 
as fastas possible and ns lís clerk 
handed them to him. In his way were 
the Comstock laws enacted; they wera 
namong those that were rushed through 
tho houso in those last momenta It was 
known by a fow of tho intlnential Chris- 
tian members that tho Young Meu's 
Christian. Aesocíation wished thom 
passed, and that was all there was noces- 
sary; tbey went through in n crazy rush, 
without attention, examination, or con- 
sideration, 


It js safe to eny that not ono votorin 
ten has even a passably intelligent iden 
coucerning theso statutes, and' a much 
smaller proportion have nny just cone 
ception of the forces thnt were instru- 
mental in securing their adoption or of 
tho consequences eure to result from 
their enforcement, And yet wo nrein 
duty bound to, obey tliese “laws,” be- 
cnuse they express the doliberate ver- 
dict of the “majority!” So say those 
who are engaged in the present perre- 
cution of physiological students aud 
humanitaran reformers. What a 
travesty on justico! Ww.

DRAWING TIE LINES. 

Tho following is the closing paragraph 
of an article of. mine which nppeared ín 
the Truth Seeker in 285, The two yearg 
that havo pnesod sinco it was written 
have giren us proofs nlmost innumerable 


of tho necessity of. my warning to the 
fnends of Liberty. The black itg of 
the new “Holy War" is much more bold- 
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tional Reform mopement; very reaction- 
ary and vitally wroug uro ite domauds; 
nnd very dangerous isit in its present 
Binte of development, anl in its necon- 
fories nnd ndjunete. Allied with tho 
prohibition erusade, it 18 rallying bo- 
neath its black Hag vory many men and 
women who olnim to be, and doubtlosa 
think they are, tho friends of. freedom. 
Every enactment like the Comstock 
postal statute, tho Sunday law, nod tho 
prohibitory liquor law, takes it a step 
neurer the goulof completo victory, Inch 
by inch, foot by fool, 1t is pressing tore 
ward, aud thetimois not very fur dis- 
tant whon every mnn and woman in 
America must choose for it or ngaiust it, 
"here is no poesible middlo ground, 
Liberals who to-day aro itsullies through 
their support of ita nocessoty measures, 
such, for instance, ns prohibit«on, postal 
legislation in tho iuterest of * morality," 
rigid marriago laws, ete, mu. 4 ero long. 
join hands with tho theocratie champi- 
one, nnd labor witli thom for tlie. ostib- 
lishment of tho hierarchy which they 
seek to set up npon the rnins of the 
civil republic, or they must cut ontirety 
looso from their prosent contamiuatiug 
and renctionury surroundings, and como 
squarely over to the side of liborty aud 
progress, joining hands with us in the 
cunse of physical, mentul, mornu!, social 
nnd political emancipation from the do- 
grading dogmas, eustoms, aud laws of 
the ignorant and despotic past, tis 
usefeen to hedge aud haggle, to hope to 
stand erect upon Au inclined plane of 
illogical fco, to try to put the now wine 
ot liberty into tho old bottles of tyranny, 
Tha ranks are swiftly forming, tho lines 
Are boing moro and mọrqsbarply, drawn 
nád Liberals mist face iho ` trutt” ünd 
realize fully tho fact that ho who would 
force his ideas of morality and of health 
upon  dissentienta is twin-lfrother to 
him who would foreo his religious ereed 
upon his unbelieving neighbor, nud that 
his placo is in. the camp ot tho God-in- 
the-Constitution legions.

Tho renl constitution of tho countr 
ja tlis new life, thisliberty, out of whio 
tho writton Constitution grow, and n 
new aud improved uver is to grow, 
"lhatliberty is the priceless irensuro 
that Patrick Henry was so afraid to 
commit to n federal power that migl. 
hecomo n foderul tyrant. "Tho gpirit of 
liberty,the maxime ut liberty--they aro tho 
truo Constitution of the American pon- 
ple," Lecontinued to repent, with n wia- 
dom that De Lolme und Mnelintush 
Rud more recent potitieal philosnpliorg 
liavo now more fuily diselosed. “Oone 
stitutions grow, und aro not made," 
they tell nus. 'They nro. not dond picces 
ol parchment, but living organizations 
that enlarge with the pceop]e because 
they ara the living skoletons of their 
lite. "Plhey grow by constant construc- 
tion, All gront questions ot liborty nna 
government aro with us, therefore, ques- 
tions of. constitutional construction, too 
great to bo decided byauy court, Every 
decision againt tho "American spirit," 
that Patrick. Henry invoked has boen 
overruleu. 

And now the deepest question of nl 
is tonchod--18e liberty that ie tho heart 
of the living social orgnnism—tho hirth- 
right recurod to us jn tlie Bill of Rights 
by Massachusetts. and Patrick. Henry 
nnddJefferson, as the very con dtion of 
accepting the written Constitution at all, 
is to be stricken out, — Will ye 1 8bmit 
to this? — If you acquiesce, the Retroe 
grades and Conservatives will have full 
power tnd control of. both; Government 
and people henceforth. The only pro. 
tection for tho Liberal minority, who are 
the new growing aud precious life, upon 
which, asin f plant, the whole progress 
of ourtiationni nnà Booinl progresa de- 
pende, will bo gone forever. While, 
therefore, you have voiceor vote, une 
censinzly lettliem ba raised for the re- 
penlof this Iaw, in protest against this 
Stupid decision, (Judge Field's) und in 
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assuranco that tha poople. will. nequi», 
escojn it as “tho law of the land,” never, 
never, never’

quality of mnil mattor havo boeu placed

This tendeney has 
been painfully appnront undor the opo- 
ration of tho Inwg complained. of, and it 
mustinevitably beso, IF the sofeguarda 
of the Coustíution nreremoved,no bouutds 
can beset, no limita can be secured, If 
defeciivo8, | prosecutors, courte, and 
juries nro nllowed to decido what is ob- 
scene, they havo only to tako another 
logienl step and decido what is indecont, 
what ia improper, and what is immoral, 
whereby tho liberty of. opinion must ba 
violated nnd destroyed, Tho composi- 
tion of jurios ia from tho muiority—tuo 
advocates of sectarianism nul ereeda-- 
nandit 1 nlmost inevitnblo that thoy 
should deeide according to jrejndicos 
nnd preconcoived opinions, — 1t tho rule 
is granted that nuy class may docido 
what may be sent through tho mails aud 
what may not bo eot, what is moral and 
decent anil what is not, the postal libor- 
ties of tho conntry must ever bo at tlie 
morey of the party in powon As tho 
Christians areonrlaw-makers and intor» 
protere it wonld be but natural that 
they should decide that everythiug op- 
posal to tho system of.

Yt will be said thatthis is mere school- 
boy declamntion but aur observation aud 
reading for the past fifty years convinco 


ne that this is tho. prevalent American 
doctrine. 


Baut what is this divinity, this sacred 
thing called the statute, that it should 
be obeyed with such unquestioning ser- 
vility? Who nre theso legislatore that 
enact the laws forour guidnnco? Aro 
thoy the wisest, the purest, tho host mon 
that the country can produco, and huvo 
tbey received special training for the 
business, the profession, of làw-giveors? 
In convereation with a well-known news- 
paper man of Topeka not long since, ho 
għid: 


Ot courset would not do for me to say ro in 
Any publlo winy, but itis a notorlous fact that 
the kansus Jerisintuvo is ono of ihe most cor 
rupt bodies of mon that ever diegracod a legle- 
tative ball, That omoa goog men were elect- 
ed is doubtless true, but it takes but n very 
few -days' oxperienec to convince tho bost 
man that if heexpects to do. unythlug for his 
constituents ho must po AS THE. OTHERS DO! 
The result is that Jolbery, trading of votes, 
and general corruption i&rherule and honest 
Jegistation the'raro exception,” 


It will doubtless besuid that tbis is an 
abuse and not a necessary result of our 
legislative system, But while humun 
vaturo romains as it is we cannot hope 
for bettor results of tho systom, Tho 
legislator ia supposed to represent tho 
voters, or at least the majonty of tho 
voters, but in roality ho represents him- 
gelf and hie own selfish interesta, flrst— 
nfterwürds, or secondarily ho represents 
n few professional politicians or wire- 
pullers in his legislativo district. 'Iho 
uvorago voter has not tho timo,tbe means 
of information, nor, gonernlly, tha mon- 
tal ability, to decide upon tho merita ot 
Egoverumental questions,and so ho votos ns 
liie selt-constitutod bosstells him to vote. 
ITorbort Spencer, the intelloctual giant 
of this century, after traveling through 
tho United States, says: 


Tno Ainertenas retain tio forms of froedom, 
but so fur fs 1 enn gather, there has been con. 
siderablo loss of tho substanco, lt jistruo 
that thoso who rulo do not do ft by means of 
retainora nemed wlth swords, but they do it 
through regimenta of men armed with voting 
anam. who obey tho word ofeomnmnnud n8 
oynlly ns did the dependents of tho old feudal 
nobles, nud who thus enable their lenders to 
overrido tho general wili, and make the oom- 
wmunity submitto thelr oxactions ns eifecte 
ually as their prototypes of old, "l'ho polltlo- 
al *inachInery" nsftj8 now worked, has little 
resemblanco to that contetuplnted nt tne out- 
tet, Manlfostly, thoso. who framed the Con- 
stitution never drenmed that twenty (housanda 
citiznns wonla go tothe polis led bya “boss? 


"Thoonly possible remedy for this stato 
of things is-not ín the abolition of 
“basses” or the boss gyetem, for loadors 
or bosses will continue to thrivo nnd 
flourish so long as naturo mnkes adit. 
ferenceintho ability, tho cunuing and 
the eupidity of men--tho only euro that

that invade personál rights, Col, Inger- 
goll is right when hosays that tbo “only 
now party noeded is one toagitntefor tho 
repeal of laws" Iu other words, do- 
stroy tlie boss system by repealing tho 
statutes that give the boss hja power for 
ovil Dethrone the statutol--in other 
words, mako it the servant, not tho mas- 
ter. Todo this it will bo necessary to 
ignore ull invasive laws, or oven violate 
and defy them, forit may bo safely ns- 
sumed that no law over waa reponled or 
over will bo repealod until some one was 
oris courageous onough to ignore or 
violateit. R. W. Emerson, one of tho 
purest and best of Americans, Ís re- 
ported to-have smd: “The best citizens 
arenot the 'law-nbidiug' ones but rath- 
erthey who by breaking laws, make 
way tor progress," H. 
lf we ndmit that ibo majority has the 
fight to say what tho minority shall not 
bnyandread,must we xot also admit 
that it has the right to say what tLe mi» 
nority shall buy nnd read? In other 
words, if it can rightfally, by the. power 
of numbera, keep or tako a cortnin book 
away from the citizen, mey it not, with 
equal right, by the power of numbers, 
force another certain hook upon him? 
It it may do tho former in the ostensible 
interest of "morality and decency,” muy 
it not do tke Intter under the samo pre 
tense? — Ie there any limit to tho possi- 
bla and probable censorship of tho prees 
sod supervision of the citizen if we onco 
ndmit the major premiso? wW. 
AH! but the soul that is taíthful] knows it is 
good to have fought: 
Knows jt is good tahuvae acted, whatever the 
doing bas brought,

Yes, friend Hacker, Liberals shonld be 
sure they are right,then go nbead!"

Neither town, city nor state has any» 
thing to do with tho matter. 1t may be 
a little less dangerous for them to have 
jurisdiction than for the federal poveru- 
meant, but it is usurpation nll tho same, 
n deninlof the vitally necessary richts 
of the citizen, ` 


No matier what court hns jurisdiction, 
go long as such a law exists it is in the 
power of bigotry ou the bench or in tlie 
jury-box to fino nnd. iuprison menu nnd 
women for n difference of. opinion. Ig- 
norance nnd prejudice may often again, 
ns they havo often before, condemn 
a classioin lettera or aürt or u work on 
physiological scieneo, No mau, no 
matter whnthis talents or his training 
jn any special study, is compotent to sit 
in Judgment for another upon tbo lito- 
raty, scientifie, moral or esthelio merits 
of any production of pen, peucil or 
brush. Ilis knowledge ie necesnatily 
confined within very nürrow limits and 
thore is nlwuüys gravo dauger that his 
lack of aequaintanco with tho subject, 
his early education, his prejudices or his 
personal dislikes wili load him to givo 
an unfair ruling, to ronder 'an unjust 
verdict, 


Tho fining of Johu G. Cooper at Car- 
bondale, for attonding to his own busi- 
ness on Sunday, ia another. ovidence ot 
tbe envngery of Kānsas stotutes and 
publie opinion, Will our conntrymen 
never reach that stago in civilizntion 
when they can lay upon the altar of Lib- 
liberty their inherited superstitions and 
consocrate thomselves to tha servico of 
Humanity, regardless of creeds and por- 
sonal methoda of soeking happiness? 
Thesa Sunday Juws are in oyery way on 
outrnge, nnd a shamo to thoso who onact 
and enforce them. ` 


Theo Kansas City Times remarks that 
proste, like MeGlynu, and ministers, 
wholenvo thoservice uf the church do so 
bocatso they have wonriol in their self 
imposed tasks, Uecaueó they hava bo- 
onma discontented with their work 
nnd aro indifferont and unhappy therein. 
Audthus the Zmes explains tho with- 
drawal from the ‘priesthood of all who 
lenveit! lt does not venturo to analyzo 
tho causes of this discontent, but I would 
like to s&uggost ihab when men of 
lieact and brain como to renlizo that tho

Doubtless 15 is truo that wholly worthy 
motives do fot animato all who grow 
discontented inand abandon their "sac- 
red calling," but tho Times implied 
chargo that the causes of the withdrawal 
of all are trilling or such. as retloct on 
their charneters 15 an uucalled for slur 
upon a cluss of men to whom reform 
owes vory much indeed. 


Pope Aleander Longley ot the 
Altruist poses na a reformer, bnt his 
concoption of tho liberty and jnstico for 
which all genuine reformers strive ia 
embodied inthis sentenco with which 
he closos a screcd upon our contest with 
the State of. Kansas and onr approach- 
ing trial in the U. S. court, and it is 
worthy of bis confrere nt Romo: 


"A littlo more of tbe gamo sort of detlanco 
of )a4w may teach hia that other fofke kume- 
times have some rights , und  ojaniona 
which ho fs bouna to respeotór euer tho oone 
sequenoeg.?! 


Such slush is simply ridiculous and 
contemptible and makes ridiculous and 
contemptiblo tho man who utters it, As 
well tell the lamb to remember that the 
wolf which is tearing it has rights und 
opinions which it must respect, ns to tell 
us that wo mnst remombor that tho sav- 
ago power which fines nnd. imprisons us 
has rights nnd opinions which we must 
respect. 


It is our enrnest wish fo respoet the 
opiniona aud tho righta o£ all, hut to force 
their opinions upon us is not ono of 
their rigbts. We have not moddled with 
them, we havs only aekod that they do 
not meddle with us, We have deprived 
po person o! the opportunity to live, to 
preseryo hie liberty, to seek happiness. 
Itis not our wish to commit sucli erimos. 
But tho vengeful power whoso “riglita 
anà opinione" wo nre. tauntingly told to 


deprived us of our liberty and thereby 
shortoned our lives, and. hna in many 
ways thwarted onr efforts to. find. hap» 
piness, 


In brief, Alcander Longley tells us 
to respect the "right" of onr neighbors 
und of the government to deprivo us of 
our liberty, to menace our lives, to de- 
stroy ourhappiness. Neither thoy nor it, 
possesses such a “right? Tt is a myth, 
a fiction, No man has tho "right" to 
force his "opinions" down the thront of 
another witha policeman's club or a 
Juiler'S key, Until he bas thoroughly 
learned theso first leitors of the n!phnbet 
of Liberty, the- editor cf tho .itruist 
should eit meekly nt tho foot ot nome 
onoofher humblest disciples that he 
may be taught, 

The Chiongo Mail thinks that tho 
"tariff doctors" ot ita party (Republican)
